San Francisco, Nov. 14.— Francis J. 
Haney, H loading figure in the prose­ 
cution of municipal corruption in this 
pity, was shot and seriously wounded 
by Morris Haas, a Jewis/i saloonkeep­ 
er, who had been accepted as a juror 
In a previous trial and afterwards re­ 
moved, It having been shown by the 
prosecution that he was an ex-convict, 
8 fact not brought out in his exam ina­ 
tion as a venireman. 
The shooting occurred In Superior 
Judge l.awlor's courtroom during a 
recess in the trial of Abraham Ruef, 
on trial for the third time on the 
charge of bribery. 
After the shooting Mr. Tlenev said: 
“ I will live to prosecute him.” 
The 
physicians In 
attendance on 
Heney expressed the opinion that he 
would live. 
It has been ascertained 
that the bullet, which had 
entered 
the right cheek, had lodged under the 
left ear and had not entered his brain 
Mr. Henev has been taken to the 
Lane hospital, where he is receiving 
lh-> 
care 
of 
skilled 
surgeons. 
The 
shooting occurred late in the after­ 
noon. 
Judge Lawlor had a fewT mo­ 
ments before declared a ten-minutes* 
recess of court and the Jury had left 
the room. 


Scene of Greatest Excitement. 


The attorneys Tor the prosecution 
snd defense had returned to the room 
from a short conference with .Judge 
l awlor in his chambers. 
Mr. Heney 
had resumed his customary seat and 
was conversing with Thief Clerk Mc­ 
Cabe of the district attorney’s office, 
when 
Haas came forward. 
He ap­ 
proached 
Heney and, placing a re­ 
volver against his right cheek, fired. 
Instantly the courtroom was the scene 
of the greatest excitement. 
Some by­ 
standers seized Haas, others hastened 
to the relief of Heney, who was caught 
as he fell forward, the blood streaming 
from 
his 
wound. 
Medical 
aid 
was 
inmmoned and Mr. Henev was after­ 
ward taken to the central emergency 
hospital, 
where 
it 
was 
ascertained 
that his wound was not necessarily 
fatal, the hnllet having passed under 
the brain and found lodgment under 
the left ear. 
After Mr. Heney had been removed 
from 
the 
courtroom 
Judge 
Lawlor 
called court to order and had Mr. 
Ruef placed in custody. 
When he w\as arrested. H aas said 
he had shot Heney because lie had 
ruined him. 
He is a married man 
and has four children. 
Tn 
a state­ 
ment made to Police Captain Duke 
he said: 
“ Henev denounced 
me in 
public, 
which ruined my Ufa and branded me 
as an ex-convict. 
Tt wras an outrage. 
I am the wronged man. 
T do not care 
what becomes of me now. 
1 have 
sacrificed myself not for my own hon­ 
or. but for those who are situated like 
r vself. 
By Col, T would not have 
brought 
my 
four children Into the 
world to bear such a brand if 1 had 
known that The tact that I was an 
pv convict 
wrould 
become 
known. 
Honey ruined me. 
That

Produced Picture of Convict. 


In the second Rirnf trial Haas had 
been passed as a juror when one day 
In court Heney dramatically produced 
p photograph of him taken at San 
Quentin 
penitentiary 
in 
convict’s 
garb and cropped head, and with his 
number across his breast. 
Haas col­ 
lapsed in court, admitted he had been 


a convict, and wras Immediately dis­ 
charged from the 1nry. 
The 
report 
of 
the 
assassination 
spread quickly throughout 
the cltv 
and 
caused 
Intense excitement and 
indignation. 
An immense crowd gath­ 
ered around the courtroom 
A crowd 
followed the ambulance from the hall 
fo the central emergency hospital and 
dow-n town and gathered around the 
bulletin hoards. 
There was no hostile demonstration, 
but «eme threatening murmurs were 
heard 
Ruef 
was 
surrounded 
by a 
lam e number of people and quietly 
slipped away, going with Dr Tuchter 
to the latter’s office 
This led to the 
report that the former pi lltical boss 
had disappeared. 
Ruef, however, ap­ 
peared in front of the building r lit 
tie later and sent In word that the 
officer at the door would not let him 
In 
wrc Immediately brought In 
to the courtroom. 
Ruef's 
«ttornevs 
denounced 
the 
shooting as a dastardly outrage 
Ruef was taken Into custody after 
the shootin? to safeguard hi« person 
After an informal consultation Doc 
tors Terry, Moffltt and 
Burnell an­ 
nounced that Mr Heney wms resting 
easy.

Shot in Courtroom. 


REVENGE MOTIVE FOR ATTACK 


Crim * Committed by an ex-Convlct 


Whom the Law yer Had Dramatical* 


ly Exposed After the Former Felon 


Had Been Passed as a Juror in the 


8econd Trial of Abraham Ruef— Be­ 


lieved That W ound W ill Not Prove 


Fatal. 


Ran Francisco, Nov. 14.—Francis J. 
Honey, a leading figure In the prose­ 
cution of municipal corruption In this 
city, was shot and seriously wounded 
by Morris Haas, a Jowls)* saloonkeep­ 
er, who had been accepted as a juror 
In a previous trial and afterw ards re­ 
moved, It having been shown by the 
prosecution th at he was an ex-convict, 
a fact not brought out in his exam ina­ 
tion as a venirem an. 
The shooting occurred in Superior 
Judge Lawlor’s courtroom during a 
recess in the trial of Abraham Ruef, 
on trial for the third time on the 
charge of bribery. 
After the shooting Mr. Heney said: 
“I will live to prosecute him.” 
The physicians in attendance on 
Heney expressed the opinion that he 
would live. 
It has been ascertained 
that the bullet, which had entered 
the right cheek, had lodged under the 
left ear and had not entered his brain. 
Mr. Heney has been taken to the 
Lane hospital, where he is receiving 
the care of skilled 
surgeons. 
The 
shooting occurred late in the after­ 
noon. 
Judge Lawlor had a few mo­ 
ments before declared a ten-m inutes’ 
recess of court and the jury had left 
the room. 


Scene of Greatest Excitement. 


The attorneys Tor the prosecution 
and defense had returned to the room 
from a short conference with Judge 
Lawlor in his cham bers. 
Mr. Heney 
had resumed his custom ary seat and 
teas conversing with Chief Clerk Mc­ 
Cabe of the district attorney’s office, 
when Haas came forward. 
He ap­ 
proached Heney and, placing a re­ 
volver against his right cheek, fired. 
Instantly the courtroom was the scene 
of the greatest excitement. 
Some by­ 
standers seized Haas, others hastened 
to the relief of Heney, who was caught 
as he fell forward, the blood stream ing 
from his wound. 
Medical aid was 
lummoned and Mr. Heney was after­ 
ward taken to the central emergency 
hospital, where it was ascertained 
th at his wound was not necessarily 
fatal, the bullet having passed under 
the brain and found lodgment under 
the left ear. 
After Mr. H eney had been removed 
from the courtroom 
Judge Lawlor 
called court to order and had Mr. 
Ruef placed in custody. 
When he was arrested, Haas said 
he had shot H eney because he had 
ruined him. 
He is a married man 
and has four children. In a state­ 
m ent made to Police Captain Duke 
he said: 
“Heney denounced me in public, 
which ruined my life and branded me 
as an ex-convict. 
It was an outrage. 
I am the wronged man. I do not care 
what becomes of me now. 
I have 
sacrificed myself not for my own hon­ 
or, blit for those who are situated like 
n yself. 
By God, I would not have 
brought my four children into the 
world to bear such a brand if I had 
known that the tact that I was an 
ey-conviot 
would 
become 
known. 
Heney ruined me. 
That is why I 
thot him.” 


a convict, and was immediately dis­ 
charged from the jury. 
The 
report 
of

assassination 
spread quickly throughout the city 
and caused intense excitement and 
Indignation. 
An im m ense crowd gath­ 
ered around the courtroom 
A crowd 
followed the am bulance from the hall 
to the central emergency hospital and 
down town and gathered around the 
bulletin boards. 
There was no hostile demonstration, 
but some threatening murmurs were 
heard. 
Ruef was surrounded by a 
large number of people and quietly 
slipped away, going with Dr. Tuehter 
to the latter’s office.

report that the form er political boss 
had disappeared. 
Ruef, however, ap­ 
peared in front, of the building a lit­ 
tle later and sent In word that the 
officer at the door would not let him 
b r 
He was im mediately brought in 
to the courtroom. 
Ruef’s 
attorneys 
denounced 
the 
shooting as a dastardly outrage. 
Ruef was taken into custody after 
♦he shooting to safeguard his person 
After an informal consultation Doc­ 
tors Terry, Moffltt and Burnell an­ 
nounced that Mr Heney was resting 
easy. 
The doctors have not yet de 
term ined w hether to use the X ray or 
probe for the bullet. 
The bullet en­ 
tered the right cheek 
and 
passed 
through 
the 
head 
underneath 
the 
brain, finding lodgm ent in the region 
of the left ear.

Secretary Metcalf’s letter 
to the president follows: 
“Sir—I hereby tender my resigna­

President Roosevelt replied as fol­ 
lows: 
“My Dear Mr. 
Metcalf—I accept 
your resignation with real reluctance, 
and only because you tell me that it 
is im perative th at you must go on ac­ 
count of the state of your health. 
I 
had earnestly hoped that you would 
be able to continue with me through­ 
out my term. 
I thank you warmly for 
your faithful and efficient service in 
both of the departm ents, at the head 
of which you have served under me. 
But, my dear Mr. Metcalf, you have 
always been more than the head of a 
departm ent; you have been a cabinet 
m inister upon whose aid and advice, 
and above all, upon whose staunch 
and steadfast loyalty I could rely up­ 
on any and all occasions. 
No presi­ 
dent could wish m ore loyal and hearty 
support than you have always given 
me. 
I thank you for it. 
I shall miss 
you when you leave the cabinet and 
I wish you well in w hatever work you 
may undertake and w herever your life 
may lead. 
“With regret, therefore, I accept 
your resignation to take effect upon 
the first of December."

The prison ship martyrs* monument 
is intended to perpetuate the mem­ 
ory of the patriots whose unhappy 
fate it was during the American Rev­ 
olution to be captured by the British 
and confined in the Jersey and other 
hulks of infamous memory lying in 
the East river. 
Hundreds died of dis 
ease contracted during such confine­ 
ment and starvation claimed many of 
the others. 
There is a monument to 
the memory of the m artyrs in T rin­ 
ity churchyard, M anhattan, but It has 
long been felt that it is Inadequate. 
The 
Prison 
Ship M artyrs’ Monu­ 
ment association of the United States 
was incorporated in 1903 to procure 
money for the monument.

donated $100,000, the state of New 
York contributed $50,000 and the city 
gave 
$25,000, the rem ainder 
being 
supplied by popular subscriptions by 
Brooklynites.

TAX CASE ARGUED 


Question of Liability of Minnesota ft 
International Railroad Company 
for Taxes Being Tested 
Pioneer Press, Nov. 13—If a railroad 
has a lot of small dump cars and sera; - 
era, and similar construction apparatus, 
and rents them to a construction com­ 
pany, should the resulting payment be 
credited to gross earnings? The su­ 
preme court was asked this question 
yesterday morning in the suit which 
the state has instigated against the 
Minnesota & International railroad for 
the payment of taxes on certain classes 
of earnings. 
The road claims th at gross earnings 
includes only income from equipment 
used in 
transportation. 
The 
state 
takes the view that the earnings of the 
road include all money derived from 
its property. 
The Minnesota & Inter­

Peking, Nov. 14.—A new ruler seat­ 
ed on the throne of China; the death 
of Kwang Tsu, the emperor, wjio had 
been titular emperor since 1887; the 
impending 
death 
of 
Tai 
An, 
the 
dowager empress—these are the im 
portant events that have thrown the 
entire Chinese empire into a fever of 
excitement. 
These occurrences were reported 
with bewildering 
rapidity and all 
were 
surrounded 
with 
remarkable 
mystery. 
Two imperial edicts were issued 
from the palace in quick succession 
The first makes Prince Chun regent 
of the empire and the second ap­ 
points his son, Pu Wet, heir presump­ 
tive. 
Prince Chun is a brother of the em­ 
peror. 
His name is Tsai Feng and 
he succeeded to the title of his father, 
Prince Chun, in 1891. 
He is a lieu­ 
tenant general of the Plain White 
banner corps and visited Germany in 
1901 as a special commissioner of the 
throne. 
This last illness of the emperor as­ 
sumed a serious aspect a fortnight 
ago. 
It was then declared that he 
was suffering from a grave Intestinal 
complaint. 
He has persistently re­ 
fused to accept Western medical at­ 
tendance, although medical men at­ 
tached to the legations have stood 
ready to give their services. 
His 
majesty has been suffering for ten 
years past from chronic nephritis, 
which recently became complicated 
with diabetes and sciatica. 
No one could be found at the palace 
who could 
give any 
authoritative 
statement of what was taking place. 
Numerous high dignitaries of the em­ 
pire were in attendance, but most of 
them semeed as much In the dark 
as to the actual happenings as the 
foreign officials and residents who 
sought news.
